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Whitehall  is  a small  town  located  north  of  Muskegon  in  Muskegon 
County.  It  is  located  on  White  Lake  that  has  a channel  connecting 
it  with  Lake  Michigan,  so  it  could  use  ships  to  haul  itrs  lumber'  • 
to  other  cities.  It  had  it’s  beginning  in  the  lumber  business. 

The  first  bank  in  Whitehall  was  the  Exchange  Bank,  opened  by 
Frank  Blackmarr,  November  14,  187G  with  C.  A.  Hammond  as  cashier, 
August  11,  1073.  The  Lumberman  State  8ank  with  capital  of  £50,000. 
President  Hon.  J.  p.  Cook  and  cashier  Frank  Blackmarr.  This  bank 
bought  the  Exchange  Bank  by  Col.  William  Weston,  July  5,  1676. 

July  17,  1879,  Isaac  M.  Weston  succeeded  his  father  as  President 
with  Frank  Blackmarr  as  cashier.  August  21,  1879,  it  was  re- 
organized as  The  First  National  Bank  of  Whitehall,  Michigan  with 
Charter  No,  2429,  The  offices  now  were  I.  |7].  Weston,  President 
and  C,  A.  Hammond,  cashier,  with  a capital  of  £50,090. 

The  bank  building  is  the  finest  edifice  devoted  to  business  purposes 
in  the  village.  It  was  built  in  1873  of  Milwaukee  brick  at  a cost 
of  $12,000  and  is  complete  and  elegant  in  all  it’s  furnishings.  It 
contains  a large  vault  with  double  burglar  proof  safes  with  Sargent1 s 
time  lock  attached  and  chest  of  iron  safety  deposit  boxes  for  it's 
customers. 


This  National  Bank  does  business  for  a large  area  of  the  territory, 
being  the  only  bank  between  Muskegon  and  Pentwater  and  as  far  east 
as  Grand  Rapids.  It  takes  first  rank  amonq  the  banks  of  the  state 
as  a strong,  prosperous  and  well  equipped  financial  institution. 

The  Whitehall  National  Bank  went  into  voluntary  liquidation  on 
September  30,  1890.  It  issued  the  following  types  and  amounts  of 
National  Bank  Notes:  First  Charter,  Series  of  1875;  10-10-10-20 
plate  total  ©76,900  bank  serial  No.  1 to  1538;  Total  amount  out- 
standing in  1890,  $11,250;  Total  amount  outstanding  in  1910,  $360.

A RAGPICKER’S  PICKING. 

By  Chester  F.  Clark,  PMCM  974  v 

Tonight,  if  I mere  to  show  you  my  largest,  most  colorful 
collection  of  banknotes  you  would  see  the  pounds  and  shillings 
of  the  British  Commonwealth  countries,  the  kings  and  queens  in 
all  their  regality.  Or  the  “real-looking"  richest  notes  would  be 
a few  U.S.  greenbacks.  In  my  military  collection  I d show  you 
MPC's  used  by  our  serviceman,  short-snorter  notes  and. Japanese 
invasion  notes.  For  U.S.  history  we'd  have  to  look  at  t ie 
Colonial,  Continental,  broken  bank  and  Confederate  notes.  <ou 
might  like  to  look  at  the  Michigan  depression  scrip.  My  small- 
est and  oddest  collection  and  not  even  paper,  is  one  of  leather 
dollars. 

Likely  these  collections  would  not  begin  to  compare  in  size  or 
value  or  completeness  with  similar  ones  you  might  have.  N°t 
too  many  tears  have  I been  searching  for  such  notes.  But  they 
are  fun.  1*11  not  show  them  tonight.  Instead,  here  is  my 
crudest,  most  worn  and  ragged,  and  least  pretty  notes. 

In  this  packet  are  39  different  notes  l've  found  over  the  past 
five  years  from  25  cents  to  3 dollars  each.  These  are  guerilla 
arid  emergency  notes  of  the  Philippines  during  Wl'JII.  My  only 
"library"  on  these  notes  is  one  mimeographed  numerical  listing, 
of  over  500  issues,  written  by  Robert  H.  Meyer  of  Orange, 
California,  in  1966. 

After  Bataan  and  before  the  return  of  General  MacArthur  we 
apparently  had  troops  surrounded  by  Japanese.  My  handmade  1 peso 
and  5 peso  notes,  slightly  smaller  than  a dollar  bill,  reads 
"U.S.  Forces  in  the  Philippines  in  the  Field,  Balangiga,  Samar, 
circulating  note  1943".  They  are  handsigned,  numbered  with  a 
hand  machine  in  red  ink  and  typewritten.  The  1 peso  is  used 
manila  paper  with  Spanish  printing  on  reverse.  Rubber . stamped 
with  large  purple  numeral  1.  The  5 pesos  is  on  used  mimeo  paper, 
blank  reverse,  impressed  with  official  seal  and  stamped  P5  in 
black.  A smaller  note  is  50  centavos  of  the  Government  of  Basey. 

It  is  almost  obliterated. 

My  3 notes  from  Cebu  are  Canadian  shinplaster  size,  series  of 
1941.  The  5 and  20  centavos  are  my  only  crisp  unc  notes.  The 
1 peso  is  blue  obverse  with  six  digit  serial.  My  only  Negros 
note  is  city  of  Bacolod  in  1942,  5 pesos,  portrait  of  Quezon, 

From  Iloilo,  1941  series,  are  the  dollar  size  2 pesos,  5 pesos 
and  10  pesos  and  the  shinplaster  size  pale  yellow  50  centavos. 

The  later  Iloilo  issues  of  1942  and  1944  have  5,  10  and  20  pesos 
in  Roman  numerals  and  show  crude  sketches  of  MacArthur,  Quezon 
and  Roosevelt  respectively.  The  1944  1 and  2 pesos  and  50 
centavos  are  the  smaller  size  all  dated  May,  1. 

From  Mindanao  in  1943  and  1944  are  dollar  size  nicely  printed 
5,  10  and  20  pesos  with  red  or  green  serial  numbers.  My  only 
note  from  Oras,  Samar  is  50  centavos,  photostatic  copy  on  ballot 
paper  with, hand  penned  serial  3945.  Tiny  notes,  all  fractional

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and  the  only  ones  I've  seen  like  them  are  three  different  from 
Loon,  three  different  from  Antequera,  tuio  from  Pflassin,  a .70 
centavos  from  Hilongns  and  a 50  centavos  from  five  municipal- 
ities showing  the  first  letters  of  each  (Yia-Ba-Hi-Hin- In . 


Two  notes  from  .Bohol  asre  2x4  inches  each,  25  and  50  centavos, 
1942  series.  In  rough  shape  are  my  50  centavos  and  1 peso  from 
fountain  Province  on  Luzon,  countersigned  6/14/43  in  red  ink  and 
"paid"  in  blue  ink  4/22/44  by  the  same  official.  From  Cuyo, 
Palawan,  I have  2 crude  varieties  of  1942  and  one  peso  with  mineo 
signatures  and  a 5 peso,  1943  with  original  ornate  signatures.

I wanted  to 
get  .a  1966  series  $100  USW  Star  and  a 1966A  Series  $100  USN 
regular.  At  the  first  tellers  cage  in- the  cash  room  I read  a 
notice  which  stated  that  I;  was  on  Candid  Camera  (You  readers 
may  have  read  that  the  Treasury  cash  room  has  been  deluged  with 
fake  government  checks).  The  first  teller  had  none  of  the  nates 
I wanted  and  referred  me  to  another  window.  The  lady  there 
checked  and  found  no  1966A  series  notes  available.  However,  she 
had  two  packs  of  1966.  series  not es  ' ( AG055xxxxA ) . We  went 
through  both  packs  and  the  last  two  notes  in  the  last  pack  were 
the  most  beautiful  stars  I ever  saw  00002469  and  00002470! 

Wow!  Was  I happy  to  get  them. 

All  of  this  occurred  on  Tuesday,  August  10.  That  night  Bill 
Bruck  took  me  to  a double  header  between  the  Washington  Senators 
and  the  Kansas  City  Royals.

I have  been  collecting  paper  money  and  a member  of  PM  CM-  for  three 
years  now  and  have  always  enjoyed  the  members1  comments,  espe- 
cially on  the  current  notes  theytare  finding  in  their  districts.

Well,  I wasn't  about  to 
let  this  opportunity  pass,  so  I asked  the  teller  if  she  had  any. 
more  "NEW"  five  dollar  bills.  She  said  that  she  did  and  showed 
them  to  me  and  sure  enough  they  were  all  the  same  series  as  the 
one  I already  had.  ■ 

I asked  her  if  I could  purchase  all  she  had,  which  she  wasn't  too 
happy  about.  But  since  all  the  tellers  knew  that  I was  a good 
customer-  and  an  "e Xcentive " Ragpicker,  she  sold  me  quite  a few. 
Evidently,  if  all  they  had  was  one  pock,  quite  a few  got  into 
circulation  before  I was  able  to  get  the  remaining  ones.  I am 
currently  advertising  them  at  $6.95  each  in  case  anyone,  needs  one 
.or  more  for  their  collection. 

This  experience  taught  me  that  persistence  and  an  "eagle  eye", 
sometimes  payoff  in  unexpected  dividends.  From  now  on,  i'll  be 
watching  all  money  that  goes  through  my  hands  much/more  closely. 

I even  have  the  bank  tellers  saving  "interesting"  notes  for  me, 
too..  You  never  know  when  the  Federal  Reserve  will  reach  deep  down 
in  its  vaults  and  pull  out  some  tantalizing  tidbits. 

Keep  your  eyes  open  and  . . . Happy  Hunting.

Except  to  beginners  collecting,  it  is  well  known  that  paper  money 
before  the  Civil  War  was  private  bank  money.  Its  value  was  what 
people  put  on  it  and  that  was  less  than  face  value  at  a distance 
from  the  issuing  bank.  Across  a nearby  state  line  it  deflated 
considerably.  You  couldn't  take  it  with  you.  The  following  is 
a brief  tale  of  such  money  in  the  1650's. 

Mercer  County,  Ohio,  in  Celina  its  courthouse,  lies  along  the 
Indiana  boundary  half  way  between  Michigan  and  Cincinnati.  The 
southern  half  of  the  county  was  populated  by  German  Catholics, 
who  were  organized  into  rural  parishes  by  our  Precious  Blood 
missionaries  during  the  40's.  Today  from  a central  spot  you  can 
count  twenty  church  steeples. 

A number  of  families  straggled  over  into  Indiana  , In  1854, 
one  Father  Willibald  Willi  followed  them  to  shepherd  them  into 
a community.  About  to  leave  his  station  at  St.  Henry,  he  bade 
goodbye  to  Sisters  at  the  convent  there.  The  Superior  ventured 
to  say  she  had  a small  hoard  of  Indiana  money  not  much  good  in 
Ohio.  The  Father  said  that  he  could  put  it  to  good  use  where  he 
was  going.  She  should  bring  him  all  she  had. 

The  Sister  hastened  to  do  so  and  Father  Willi  promptly  put  the 
little  bundle  into  his  pocket,  saying,  "Very  good.  God  will 
reward  you”.  The  Sister  looked  surprised,  "I  thought..." 

'You  thought  I would  exchange  it  for  you?  But  you  knew  from  the 
start  that  I am  a beggar,  but  never  was  a money-changer.  Have  you 
not  heard  that  it  is  better  to  give  than  to  receive?  So  you  hove 
the  better  part  of  this  bargain  after  all. " The  Sister,  good  soul 
and  generous,  was  satisfied.

pencils,  (5)  Stains  due  to  paper  clips  or  other  factors  and  not 
due  to  dirt  (especially,  noticeable  on  older  notes). 

These  defects  should  not  lower  the  grade  of  a bank  note.  They 
should  be  mentioned  after  the condition  of  a bank  note.  For 
example;  "An  extremely  fine  bank  note  of.  Australia  with  two 
pin  holes,  one  number  written  by  ball  point  pen  and  small  stains 
duo  to  paper  clips".
